MAYOR 
TALKS “BUY.” 


STRONG FOR MUNICIPAL WATER 
AT LONG BEACH. 


Reported to Have Secured Option 
on Property of Alamitos Company | 
Now Serving the District East of 
Town—Five-story Building in Pros- 
pect for Trust Concern. 


LONG BEACH, April 22.—The ques- 
tion of municipal Ownership of water 
has bobbed up again and the advocates 
are busy formulating plans for ac- 
quiring a plant in anticipation of an 
easy victory when an election is called. 
Mayor Eno, who is leading the move- 


ment, has secured, it is said an option 


on the plant of the Alamitos water 
company, which at present supplies all 
the territory east of the city limits. 
He has estimates of the cost of laying 
the necessary supply pipes and mains 
ranging from fourteen to six inch at 
$80,000 and with a gravity pressure of 
Sixty pounds this would furnish an 
adequate fire pressure with a steam en- 
gine in reserve for disastrous blazes. 
The Mayor refuses to consider the 
purchase of the Long Beach water 
company plant because of the alleged 
faulty pipe. He also thinks that the 
Alamitos water company’s engines 
could be utilized lu supplying the city 
with electric lights. The proposition 
will probably take definite form before 
the City Trustees on Monday. 
SEASHORE BREEZES.

The tunnel is about 36 feet in width. 
Let the city construct through the 
center of the tunnel, a substantial 
walkway, 2 to 3 feet high, and 7 to 8 
feet wide. with sufficiently high side 
railings. This walkway may be built 
of suitably heavy timbers for support 
and flooring, or of brick or cement if 
preferred. An incline may begin at 
Mm street leading up to the elevated 


walkway. for the convenience of pedes- | 


trians. The width (7 or 8 feet) of the 
walkway, would leave about 11 feet 
on either side for a driveway. Thus 
going or coming, always to the right, 
collisions or accidents would be im- 
possible. Pedestrians on the elevated 
side-railed walkway would be abso- 
jutely beyond harm. If sufficient space 
could be apared from the driveways 
for a 3-feet bicycle way on each side, 
that would be a further improvement. 

The central walk would simplify and 
lessen the mud scraping and cleaning 
the tunnel. Being elevated in the 
center would also insure a dry walk, 
as all the drippings are from the side 
Walls on the present sidewalk. Then 
replace the small incadescent lights 
with 3 or 4 arc lights and we will have 
a safe, comfortable walkway through 
this at present dismal thoroughfare. 
It the city will adopt this plan and put 
it into effect, within 9 days from date,

FIRM OFFERS TO DO DOUBLE 


WORK FOR HALF PAY. 
— — 


That Typewriting Law Still Haunts 
the Recorder’s Office, and the Offer 
of an Outside Company May Throw 
Out Some of the Young Women—A 
Qualifying Doubt. . 


‘The lady copyists in the office of 


County Recorder Hartwell have had 
another spasm. 


When the erroneous copy of the law 


j affecting the copying department was 
first promulgated, and they then 
learned that typewriters were to be in- 
stalied, an attack of hysteria threat- 
ened. Indeed, the excitement was only 
alleyed when it was discovered that 
the company supplying attorneys and 
the county officials with code slips” 
had bungled and had miscopied the 
amendment. 


But this time the spasm is legitimate. 


The installing of typewriters for copy- 
ing work is, under the law, optional 
with the Recorder, but the economy of 


work so done in book space, in legibil- 
ity, and general convenience is so far 
beyond dispute that quietly and unob- 
trusively it had been determined to 
introduce a batch of typewriting ma- 
chines in the near future. 

Typewriting schools have been well 
patronized lately, and some of the 
copyists in the Recorder's office have 
been credited with getting ready for 
th: change in method said to be immi- 
nent. The idea is sald to be to keep a 
double set of operators going on alter- 
nale days, so that the full force of 
copyists would still be retained on the 
office rolls, each would make as large 
a monthly stipeni, and the political. 
— ronage would not suffer any lopping 
0 


Now the copyists—or such of them as 
know about it--are having the thrills 
for the reason that a danger is threat- 
ening every woman in the office. A 
typewriting firm on the outside has of- 
fered to do all the county recording at 
bed rock prices, put up bonds for faith- 
ful performance, and guarantee satis- 
faction on the no-pay basis unless ev- 
erypne is satisfie® Barring the women 
copVists, of course. 

This firm furnishes its own machines 
and expert operators, and will record 
on insertable leaves every document or 
paper dled for 5 cents per follo. That 
is a saving to the county of 2 cents a 
follu or, as the firm calculates, about 
$12,000 in each year. But the typewrit- 
ing firm maintains that such a con- 
tract is close figuring, taking into con- 
Sideration the wear and tear on the 
machines, and they say they cannot af- 
ford to take the contract for less than 
four years. But they proceed to make 
the bait more attractive by averring 
thet in such four years such a contract 
would save to the county about $54,000. 
At the current rate of 7 cents per folio 
the cost to the county is about $43,000 
per year, and on the 5-cent basis of- 
fered the amount would total! only 
wbcut $30,674, or a saving of $12,226. 

As if this attack upon the copyists 
were not enough, the typewriting firm 
with gentle irony offers to employ ev- 
ery operator the County Recorder may 
have in his office at a salary of $100 a 
month—it he or she can qualify. The 
firm adds- that there is some doubt 
about their being able to qualify.

JUDICIAL FAMILY MEETS. 
DISCUSS WORKING RULES. 

All the judges of the Superior Court 
met yesterday in the chambers of 
Presiding Judge Trask for the purpose 
of discussing ways and means for dis-

RANK HOLDS THE WILL. 
Julia Eliza Hart and Joe Schweikert 
have petitioned for the probate of the 
will of the late James H. Ashdown, 
who died on April 13 at Winnemitca, 
Nev. The deceased was a resident of 
this city and left an estate valued at 
$112,000 and a will bearing date of May

The main river below 
the Forks will probably be clear by the 
ist, though it is running considerable 
sand as yet. 

“All the small side streams are run- 
ning strongly and there is no reason 
why the early fishing should not be 
the best for a number of years past, as 
the water has been flowing clear 
through the valley for weeks. It will 
continue to so run for another month 
at least, which. will give the trout that 
We and breed below the Monte and way 
on down the sloughs a chance to run 
up and so restock the stream.

HY MONTECARLO 
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N THE sporting section of The 
[r= two months ago was described 
and Illustrated a gambling machine 
invented by 8. Wall of London, with 
vitich he was about to undertake the 
„breaking of the bank at Monte Car- 


with disastrous results to the man who 
tried tt. This machine was supposed to 
be infallible as a mechanical guide 
to the operator, and reports from 
Monte Carlo indicate that thus far 
Wall is really doing with it something 
toward wrecking the rank institution. 
“With the ald of his calculating ma- 
chine he continues to meet with suc- 
cess,” says the latest report. 

But the bank at Monte Carlo never 
will be broken. Truly, “h springs 
eternal in the human t!“ How 
many inventors have gone to Monte 
Carlo with sure systems it is impos- 
sible to say, but bably they are to 
be numbered by millions, and not one of 
them has returned the victor. 

Mr. Wall, with his calculating ma- 
chine, may “break the bank,” as the 
expression is commonly understood, 
but no one will ever “break the bank” 
at Monte Carlo in the true sense of the 


phrase. 

At the famous gaming-rooms there 
are not one, but many, tables at which 
players may stake. N 

Pach table starts play for the day 
with a capital of $20,000, and when 
that sum is exhausted, the bank at 
that particular table is broken, and 
play is suspended until a fresh bank 
of $20,000 is brought by the attendants 
—a matter of a minute or two. 

But to break the bank in the true 
tense would be to exhaust the entire 
eapital of the Casino, and that will 
never ha for three simple reasons. 

The fi that the bank lays un- 
fair odds to the player. This I will 
Jjliustrate as simply as ible. 

At roulette, the popular form 
of gambling, there are thirty-seven 
numbers—from 1 to 3% inclusive and @ 
or sero. It is plain that the fair odds 
against a player correctly — ge one 
of these firty-sevicn num are 36 
to 1. But the bank only lays 3% to 1. 

Hence the bank has always, roughly 
speaking, a 3 per cent. advantage over 
the player. To put it another way: If 
a player backs the same number thir- 
ought, according to 
come out exactly 
square, but at Monte Carlo he cannot 
so—hbe must lose a point.

The advantage to the bank does not 
end here, for when sero turns up, the 
bank tak all stakes, except those 
on zero, the even money chances. 
The latter are put aside— en prise” is 
the technical term. 

If on the next turn of the wheel the 
player on these even chances wins, his 
stake is released, and he may pick it 
up, but he wins nothing. 

To win he must stake n, and 
thus when sero turns up it is at least 
2 to 1 against a player on an “even 
money’ chance. 

The second reason why the bank 
must always win in the long run is the 
existence of the maximum. 

The maximum ($1200) is the highest 
amount a player can win on any one 
chance. If a player with unlimited re- 
sources could go on playing “double 
or quits” with the indefinitely, 
he would eventualiy break the bank in 
the full sense of the term. But you 
cannot play “doutte or quits” with M. 
Blaue for long. 

Starting with the minimum stake al- 
lowed—vis., 5 france—and dou 
your stakes each time, your elevent 
stake, 8 vou to win or lose con- 
secutively, would be over $1000, and you 
could double no longer. 

In other words, you would have come 
to a point at which you could not on 
one turn of the wheel either double 
your winnings or recoup all your losses. 

All systems are designed to nullify 
the effects of zero and the maximum. 
If one could be-certain that zero would 
turn up. as it ought to turn up once 
in every thirty-seven turns, it could 
be provided against, and the Casino, 
even with the help of the maximum, 
would de n a bad way. 

But no such certainty’ is possible, 
and, therefore, every system splits on 
this rock: And so with the maximum. 


Perhaps the most fatal systems of 
all are those based upon t theory 
that if red has come up a certain num 
ber of times running, black will follow.

Those of the rod and reel brigade who 
love to dally with the festive croaker 
might spend today profitably at San 
Pedro, particularly if some of last 
week's early sport should repeat itself 
by a school of spotfins again running 
up and down the bay. 

A local angler who stumbled onto the 
ground at the right time had a great 
day's fishing at the cannery TuesJda¥, 
landing no less than sixteen spotfins 
weighing from a pound and a half to 
seven and a half pounds apiece. Others 
who tried the same resort since had no 
such luck, however, the croaker game 
being ever a gamble with a splendid 
days sport as the stakes, and about 
three to one against the player. Those 
who go down today are simply taking 
a chance on the fish being inside; if 
they are, beyond doubt there will be 
some fun.

COMING SLOWLY. 


NEW RACE COURSE MAY NOT BE 
OPEN BY NEXT MONTH. 


Hard Work Necessary in Order to 
Catch up With Delays Caused by a 
Long and Hard Winter—Will be 
Most Magnificent of World’s Racing 
Plants When Done. 


It will require the most diligent sort 


of labor to get Belmont Park, the new 
$2,000,000 race track on Long Island, 
ready for the opening of the spring 
meeting there on May 4. The work was 
started two years ago, but the severity 


ot the winter has retarded things so 


much that the biggest Kind of hustling 
will be necessary to complete the mag- 
nificent plant in all its extensive de- 
tails. Still, if the weather is favor- 
able for the next two months, the 
work will be finished in its entirety, so 
the contractors say. * 

Morris Park will remain closed in or- 
der to permit Belmont Park to open, 
but the racing public will find the new 

a vast improvement on the 
turesque course in Westchester. 
em the Westchester Racing Associa- 

tion, or, rather, August Belmont and 
others who are associated with him in 
turf affairs, decided to build the new 
race track, they concluded to spare no 
expense. The plans for the track were 
drawn on the most elaborate scale, the 
idea being that Belmont Park, once 
completed, would be the grandest race 
course in the world, and the real New- 
market of America. On this basis, 
therefore, the work has been carried 
on unti) the track in Queens county 
has become the principal topic of the 
time among turfmen of all classes. 

On May 4, when the ponderous gates 
are swuhg back for the — of 
race goers to enter, the rich Metro- 
politan Handicap, the Juvenile Stakes 

Memorial Steeple- 
chase will be the chief attractions. The 
crowd as it pours into Belmont Park 
on that day will see the best-equipped 
racing plant in this country, if not in 
the world,* The track and its gigantic 
structures are located about an eighth 
of a mile from the gateways, and to 
reach them one must through a 
picturesque grove wh leads first to 
the old Mannice mansion, now the per- 
manent home of the Turf .and 1d 
Club, thence to the immense grand- 
stand. This structure is 660 feet long. 
and will seat 11,000 spectators. It is 
built of steel, with brick foundations, 
and has practically two decks under 
one roof. A short flight of st in the 
frent of the grand stand up to 
the first tier of seats, which is ten 0 
Eight or ten feet above the gallery 
back of these seats the second tier be- 
gins, with a wide promenade behind 
the latter. There are half a dozen 
wide galleries on the roof, which af- 
ford a superb view of the entme course.

“VALUABLE FACTS REGARDING 
ISLANDS AND PEOPLE. |

Marvelous Progress Made During 
‘the Period of the American Occu- 
pation — Spread of 
Throughout the Arch gri- 
cultural Resources.

The first complete census of the 
Philippine Islands has been completed 
and the results given to the public by 
the United States Bureau of the 
| The principal object of the census. 
aun stated in the act of Congress au- 
it, was to secure statistics 
‘Of population and a general knowledge 
of social conditions as a basis for the 
establishment of a Philippine Legisia- 
ure, which the law directs shall con- 


dene two vears after the publication 


of the reports of the census This 
Legislature is to consist of two houses 
mne Philippine Commission and the 
Philippine Assembly. ) 

The enumeration was made in the 
Spanish language, and the schedules 
have resulted in statistics of the civi- 
lized population, wild peoples, agricul- 
ture, manufactures, schools, railroads, 
Eahing. mining, telegraphs, commerce, 
transportation, insurance. and bank- 


The final results as published are 
comprised in five volumes oggrecatinge 
3646 pages. Included in the reports 
is @ large map of the islands: aise 
many small maps and diagrams in 
colors, and reproductions of a large 
number of photographs and many halt- 
tone cute Ulustrating the civilized and 
wild tribes, landscapes, scenes, etc. 

The introduction to the work covers 
the details of the enumeration, in 
which 7627 persons were engaged, all 


of whom were natives of the islands, | 


with the exception of 118 Americans, 1 
Japanese, and 6 Chinese. It ie fol- 
lowed by an article an the physical 
formation of the Philippine Islands, in- 
eluding harbors, river systems, forests, 
end mineral resources. A lengthy 
paper upon the characteristics of the 
civilized and non-civilized tribes. con- 
fudge, the first volume, which con- 
tains also a classified list of elevations 
and islands. 
STATISTICS OF POPULATION. 
Volume II is devoted to statistics 
of population, the greater part of the 
volume being .cocupicd by tables pre- 
eenting the population by islands, prov- 
ces. and different statistical combina- 
tions. The total population of the archi- 
pelago, as returned from 342 independ- 
ent islands ts 7,655,426. Of this number 
host seven million are more or tess 
civilised. The wild tribes form about 
per cent of the entire population. 


The civilised tribes are practically al 


adherents of the Catholic church. The 
Meros are Mohammedans, and the 
other wild peoples have no recognized 
religions beliefs. 

The total poulation, eccording to the 
mest reliable authorities, in a tittle 
mere than tour times as great as it 
wae 106 years ago. The excens of birth 
gate over death rate in the Philippines 
bee been large, in spite of sudden and 
great losses as a result of epidemics 
of various diseases. 

While it true that the enumeration 


of the wild tribes, according to the 
methods employed among civilized peo- 
ples, was not practicable, very care - 
ful and painstaking estimates were 
made, and the returns are probably 
within 10 per cent. of the true number. 
The total number of non-Christian 
peoples is stated to be 647,740. 

The inhabitants are usually found 
on Or near the coast. except in the 
island of Luzon, where about half of 
the people live in the two rich val- 
leys in the interior. Only one-seventh 
of the civilized population live inland, 
but the wild are confined al- 
most entirely to the interior. In the 
archipelago there are 13,400 barrios, or 
Villages, with an average population 
of 500 inhabitants. The average size 
of the barrio varies widely in different 
provinces. A number of adjacent dar- 
rios from a pueblo, or municipal unit, 
and thus there is practically no rural 
population. Three-ffths of the popu- 
lation live in villages of less than 
1000 inhabitants and 4 per cent. in 
towns of over 5000. There are 4 
towns with a population exceeding 
10,000 each, and 35 with a population 
exceeding 5000. Manila is the only in- 
eorporated city in the isiands, and its 
inhabitants number 219,928. 


NUMBER OF FOREIGNERS. 
Inspection of the of na- 
tivity show that over 99 per cent. of the 
civilized population of the Philippines 
were born in the are . The 
foreigners number about 000, of 


whom nearly three-fourths are Chin- 


ese. Over half of the foreign born 
live im the city of Manila alone. Ex- 
clusive of the army, there are 8135 
Americans in the islands, and they 
are located in nearly one-half of the 
municipalities. The number of per- 
sons reported as of mixed bieed forms 
but two-tenths of 1 per cent. of the 
entire population. This proportion is 
unexpectedly small, as it has been gen- 
erally supposed that intermarriage has 
been common between the natives, the 
Spanish and the Chinese. 

Of the eight civilized tribes the larg- 
est is that of the Visayans, who occupy 
most of the islands lying between 
Luzon and Mindanao, and form nearly 
one-half of the entire civilised popu- 
lation. Tagaiogs occupy the provinces 
in the vicinity of Mania. rank 
second, with a little more than one- 
fifth of the civilized peoples, and the 
liocanos rank third. with approxi- 
mately one-eightth, Among the wild 
tribes the Moros are the most numer- 
ous, comprising about two-fifths of 
the non-Christian population. 

A majority of the Filipinos farm 
small tracts of land, and those living 
near the coast alternate this occupa- 
tion with fishing. The women divide 
their time between duties of house- 
keeping oad the weaving of hats, mats, 
and cloths, and ere, therefore, in- 
cluded among those engaged in gainful 
occupations. This fact aceounts for 
the excessive proportion of wage-earn- 
ers, who form no less than 43.5 per 
cent. of the civilized population. 

Farmers and farm laborers constitute 
more than two-fifthe of all who are 
engaged in gainful operations. A., much 
smatier proportion ere engaged in 
manufacturing and mechanical pur- 
suits, while the number in urofessional 
service is exceedingly small, forming 
less than 1 per cent. of the entire num- 
ber gainfully employed. There are 1326 
Filipino physicians, 727 practicing law- 
vers and 676 priests in the lands. 

VITAL STATIPTICS. 

The third volume of the reports is de- 
voted to Vital statistics, education, and 
families and dwellings. The average 
normal death rate is much greater 
than that of the United States and ex- 


ceeds that of any European country. 


While the death rate is about 32 per 


thousand the average birth rare is 48 
per thousand. The moftality returns 
indicate that the wet season is the 
most fatal period of the year—nearly 
one-half of all deaths occurring in 
July, August, September and October. 
Cholera has proved very deadly 4nd in 
1892 it swept over the entire archi- 


‘pelago earying. off over 30,000 In 


month ef September alone. Matartal 
fever is always prevalent and is re- 
sponsible for many deaths. Among 


other prevalent maladies are dysen- 


tery. diarrhoea, beri beri and sma!!pox. 
Many prevalent in the tem- 
berate tones such as typhoid, diph- 
theria, meningitis and pneumonia are 
unknown in the Phillppizies. 
EDUCATION AND SCHOOLS. 


At the date of the Census there were 


2962 schools in the archivelago, an 


average of three for each municipality. 
Of these 55 per cent. were public, about 
83 per cent were private, and the re- 
mainder were under the control of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Of the total 
enrollment 96 per cent, was reported 
for the ry schools. There are, in- 
deed. only two institutions devoted to 
higher education. Five per cent. of the 
civilized population of the Philippine 
proportion only a, over 0 
fourth of that for the United States, 
but it represents practically a two- 
years’ growth, as the school system 
may be said to have commenced with 
American.occupation. One-sixth of all 
children of school age are enrolled, and 
three-fourths of that number are in the 
public schools, Six thousand. chers 
are employed, four-fifths of whom are 
Filipinos, receiving an average annual 
266 equivalent to $125.02. 
Although the study of English has 
met with some opposition, thie is di- 
minishing. Eleven per cent. of the pu- 
pils throughout the archipelago are re- 
ported as understanding the language, 
and this may be regarded as very satis- 
factory progress for the short space of 
two years. In Manila there are twenty- 
one night schools with an enrollment 
of more than 4000 adults who are en- 
gaged in acquiring the English lan- 


age. 
1 per cent. of all the dwel- 
lings are made of nipa or similar ma- 
terial, and most of them are therefore 
not houses in the sense that we use the 
term, but temporary structures which 
serve for a few years only. Fach dwel- 
ling shelters on an average 5.6 persons, 
or 1.18 families. 4 generally own 
their houses: less than 6 per cent. are 
rente. About three-fifths of the 
homesteads are owned by the occu- 
pants. Rental for land, for house, or 
for land and house, is often paid in 
labor. In five-sixths of the cases of 
monthly cash rental for land the 
amount of rental is 1 peso or less. 

AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES. 


The fourth volume of the reports ts 
devoted to agriculture, and social ani 
industrial statistics. The chief source 
of wealth of the islands has been in the 
past the production and exportation of 
agricultural commodities. In 1902 the 
agricultural exports were valued at 
$27,360,475, forming % per cent. of the 
value of all exports. The soll is so fer- 
tile that when sufficiently watered it 
yields large crops without intensive 
cultivation, and the easy-going native 
secures most satisfactory results, even 
with his unscientific methods and crude 
implements. Food producing, aromatic 
medicinal, dye, and textile plants grow 
profusely, and both indigenous and ex- 
otic plants are easily cultivated: The 

neipal products are hemp, r, to- 

co, copra, and rice. The production 
of coffee has been practically aban- 
doned, but the Bureau of Agriculture is 
endeavoring to reintroduce the cultiva- 
tion of the plant. It is evident that the 
marvellous agricultural resources of 
the islands have been scarcely touched
